fone, wats ſalvation, The firlt is for me, 
being the doctrine of Chriſt crucified, 
which onely is to be preached : for the 
timealſo,being the Paſſion weeke,whers- 
in eſpecially jt is tv be meditated, and 


for the. moſt Noble and Honourable 


Audience, being Chriſtians,which ſecke 
ſaluation by Chriſt crucified, & no where 
elſc : and therefore contenting my ſelfe 
withthe firſt part at this preſent,by Gods 
graceand your Honourable permillion, 
I am to handlethe Paſſion of CHx15T, 
bricfely, to auoid tediouſneſle 2 plainly, 
to edifice all:trucly,our of the Scriptures: 
and, 1 mg. comfortably, both co you, 
and my felfe; in this order : Firſt, I will 
touch the things which went before his 
Croſle,notall,but ſome: Secondly, what 
hee ſuffered on the Crotle, and what 
chanced about the time of his Paſſion: 

thirdly,

"© bloudy and birter Paſſion of our 


Lord and Sauiour Iclus Chriſt, God 
and man, inthe (ixe and twentith, and 
ſcauen andtwentich Chapters of S. Afe- 
thew, is largely and comfortably diſ- 
courſed. How he was betraied by [udas 


' withakille, accuſed of the Iewes, con» 
- demned vnder Pontus Pilate, and cru 


cified betweene two MalefaRtors. his 
Soule being troubled;his Heart grieued; 
and his Body tormented with the nay* 
ting of his bleſſed Hands and Feet,with 
the picrcing of his gracious Side, vvith 
the ſhedding of his molt glorious and 
precious Bloud. So the Sonne of God, 
the Lord of Glory, the Prince of Peace, 
was cntreated of miſcrable Miſcreants; 


 Sohee, which knew no linne, was made 


a lacrifice for our ſinne.Now if the Vaile 
A3 of

of the Temple did rend afunder from 
the toppe to the bottomezif the Graves 
did open, & the bodies of Saints (which 
flept) arcſc;if the Earth did trembleand 
the ſtones claue aſunder when this vvas 
done; how can it be butthat we ſhould 


be moued when this is preached ?Our” 


Hearts may tremble to thinke of it, ſo 
may our Tongues to ſpeake of it, yet 
we may reioyce in Chriſt crucified, that 
by the vertue of his Paſſion our ran- 
ſome is payed, our wounds healed, ſatil- 
faftion for our linne made; Death con- 
9 {ubdued,Hell ouercome, 

inne killed, God pacified, and wee to 
him reconciled, 


Andnow to begin with thoſe things 


which went before his Crolle : may wee 
not thinke his ſuffering was exceeding 
great, when he (weat bloud ?and thatdid 
Chriſtin mount Olives, being inan A+ 
gonie, kneeling downe deuoutely, and 
praying moſt carneſtly. Ie is an vſuall 
thing tor a man in anguiſh to ſweat but 


to {weate bloud, and to fweate itinfuch , 


abunvance, that cucn drops like bloud 
ſhouldtrickle from his Body vpon the 
Ground, 
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Ground, this is not an vſuall thingzthis 
was a ſtrangething;this was proper one- 
lyto Chrilh this declared griefevnſpea- 
kable,paine intollerable. And did Chriſt 
ſhed drops of bloud for our (ins,& can- 
not wee ſhed oneteare for the ſame? © 
that my Head were a Well of water,and 
my Eyes a Fountaine of teares , that I 
might bewaile the vathankfulnelle of 
the world ! ; 

The matter which hee had in hand, 
was waightic ; the worke which hee had 


* to accompliſh, was great; the conflict, 


ſtrong; the enemies, mighty; their al- 
ſaulrs many. The Worke was mans Re- 
demption; the Confli was with Sinne, 
with Death,with Sathan,with Hell , with 
the Law, and with the wrath of G © v, 
And would not thoſe enemies, ſo many 
innumber,ſo mightic in power, ſo terri- 
bleto behold, make'a man to feare, to 
tremble, and to ſweate ? If Chriſt had 
beene meere man, hecould not haueen- 
countred with them : but being Godand 
man,did encounter with them all, ouer- 
came them all,lcad them captiueall,and 
hath triumphed ouer them all, though

it coſt him drops of bloud,with ſtron 
crying and tearcs. What fay I _ 0 
bloud 2c ccſt him more, that which 
was deareſt vnto him, his life, before he 
could bring vnder ſo mightie enemies 
as man had, and accompliſh ſo painfull 
a worke as Redemption is, and pacific 
fo greata perſon as s the molt high, al- 
mighrie and cuer-living God.O man,re- 
member the drops of bloud which 
CH & 1 5 T did ſhed for thy (ake,for thy 
ſinne,for thy ſoule,andfor thy (aluation: 
loue himfor it; thanke him for it; ſerue 
him forit all the dayes of thy life, And 
thus much forthe ſuffering of Chriſt in 
Mount Oliues. 

Secondly, wee may conceiue his ſuf- 
fcring was exceeding great, when being 
ſorrowfull and grieuouſlly troubled, hee 
(aid : Af, 'y Sonle 1 bheauy ewen vnio death, 
When hce fell on his Face, and prayed 
thrice : O my Fath:r,if it be poſſible , let 
this Crp paſſe from mee z meaning his 
bicrer Paſſion: not that hewas vnwilling 
to rake it(tor, in all things he ſubmirred 
himſelfe to his heavenly Father ) but 
thole carneſt ſpecches declared the 
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heavy burden of ſfinne,which lighted on 
him, the painefull gricfe which hee en- 
dureg, the grieuous paine which he ſuf- 
fered, the great rorments, and terrours 
which hee ſuſtained for our ſakes. The 
ſoule of Chriſt was from heauen heauen- 
ly, never beſpotred with any vnclcan- 
neſle, but pure without corruption-not- 
withſtanding it was heauic,and rouched 
with che feare of death, in conlideration 
of our linne, which had deſerued death, 
with an infinite number of miſerics be» 
lide, all which lighted vpon that inno- 
cent Lambe; (which neuer diſpleaſed 
God, nor offended man ) that by his 
ſtripes wee might be healed. And what 
an hell thinke we was Chriſt in, when he 
prayed thriſe molt feruently, to haue 
that bicter Cuppe palle from him? No 
doubt hee felt the waight of linne, the 
Wrath of God againſt ir, the Iultice of 
God requiring puniſhment for it, the 
power of the Law ——_ con 
demnationto it, the force of Death, the 
tyranny of Sathanythe crorments of Hell, 
which notonguecanexprelle,nor heart 
concciue, And this made Chrilt co ſay 
in

5a anguiſh of Spirit» (#4y Seale i 
fot wr. en ding Andto _ 
three times; O my Father, if it be poſſi« 
ble, let this cup paſſe from me: yet to ſhew 
that therefore — came intothe world, 
and that he was content to dye,hee ſub» 
mitted his will to Gods, ſaying; Newer- 
theleſſe, not as 1 will, but as thou wilt, 
Thirdly, he was betrayed by one of 
his owne, «das by name;aludas in hart, 
a Iudas in tongue,a Iudas in deed, came 
to him with a Iudas kiſle, ſaying; Haile 
Maſter, and betrayed Chriſt. O beaſtly 
traiterous Bealt, to berray thy Maſter, 
and that vnder colour of friendſhip with 
a kiſle.1 ſay,ro betray thy Maſter,wvhom 
thou waſt bound to defend, and ough- 
teſt to haue loued, It was roo much for 
any Barbarianto haue done: but for thee 
which didſt call him Maſter , vvhich 
did{t beare his Bagge,which did(t ſit at 
his Table, which waſt conuerſant vvich 
him, to doe it, was a Judas tricke, in« 
deede, roo-too traiterous,ſhamefull and 
beaſtly, But what will-nor the deſire of 
money doc ? #bat will you eine me (laid 
IvDaAs) and 7 will deliner bim wnto you ? 
[ 
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I will deliver him vnto you: bur firſt I 
muſt know what youwill giue me. /udas 
tooke part with the Iewes, /#da betraied 
Chriſt, 7#das damned himſelfe , and all 
for what will you giue me? But what did 
his money him good,when he had loſt 
Chrilt, loſt Heauen, loſt his Soule, and 
damned himſelfe ? But was this the end 
of this?When /#da; ſaw he was condem- 
ned, he repented himſelfe, he broughe 
againe the thirtic pieces of (iluer to the 
chiefe Pric(ts and Elders,he (aid, / hawe 
ſinned betraying the innocent bloud:he calt 
downe theliluer pieces in thetemple,he 
departed,and went and hanged hiniclfe. 
Hanging was the end of /»das : a fit end 
for ſuch a traitor : but that is net all,he 
hangs in hell perpetually for it,and he is 
ſerucd as he deſcrued, molt iuſtly : for 
bloud will haue bloud, But did /»das re- 
?ſo is the text, He repenied, and be 

id; I bawe ſinned, betraying the inne- 
cent bloud, He did not repentrrucly,for 
then hee would not haue hanged him- 
ſclfe. The word Repentance was in his 
mouth, but the thing vvas not in his 
heart : within him was a tormenting 
conſcience,

conſcience,which did accule, judge and 
condemne him,which did (ct before his 
eyes, the haynouſneſle of his fa, the 
gricuouſnelſeof G o Þ s Wrath, ludge. 
ment without mercy, Hell-hre without 
redemption : This deſperate minde 
made him to depart from{the compa- 
nie,totakean halter, and hang himſelfe, 
Seethe force of Conſcience in ludas : 
Mala conſcrentia delittorum noſtrorum te> 

ftis, index, tortor, carcer,accnuſat, indicat, 
condemmat. An cuill conſcience is a wit- 
nelle, a Iudge, a tormentor, a priſon of 
our finnes; it doth accuſe, iudge , and 

condemne. . 

What thing moſ* gricuous,then day 
and night tocarry abuutſuch a witnelle, 
Iudge, Tormenter, and priſon ? Omnia 
poteft homo fugere preter cor ſuum : Nam 
quocungue vadit conſcientia tum non dere- 
linquit, A man may auoide all things but 
his owne heart, for whicher-ſocuer hee 
gocth,it goerh with him,cither to excule 
or accuſe, which are the effeAs of con- 
ſcience. The tcſtimonie of a good cone 
ſcicnceis a precious icwell, and (as Sa/cs 
wor faith ) 4 continual feaſt, becauſe it 
maketh 
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of Chrift. 
maketh a man alwayes merry. The 

tirig away of a conſcience cauſeth 
ſhipwracke of faith, as in Himenews and 
Alexander, Happy therefore is hewhich 
can trulylay withthat ele veſlel S. Pal, 
Herein 1 endenonr my ſelfe to hane ale 
way 4 cleare conſcience towards God, and 
towards men : for if our beart condemne 
vi, GOD « greater then onr heart, and 
hnoweth all things, but if our heart cone 
demne vs not, , haze wee boldneſſe to 
ward: bim,and whatſoencr we arke in faith 
we receine of him, A licke conſciencecag 
no Phylitianin the world cure; but that 
heauenly Phyſitian Chriſt Ieſur ro him 
therefore let varcſort with all humilitic. 


But to /udas againe : What will you 


gine me, and 1 will deliner bim wnto you ? 
The delire of money is the roote of 
all miſchiefe. They whichare poyſoned 
with it doe erre from the Faith, They 

ierce themſclues through with many 
[ved : they fall intotemptations,in- 


toſnares, into many fooliſh and noiſome 


luſts which drowne men in perdition 
and deſtruion.But men of God muſt 
flic thoſethings and follow alter - 


le

ouſneſle,godlinelle, faithJoue, patience, 
meeckenelile, laying hold of cternall life, 


whereunto they are called. By the end. 


of Isdas let Seruants take heede that 
they betray not their Maiſters: fortreg« 
ſon andrebellion moſt commonly have 
a ſhamefull end; ſuch is Gods iuſt iudge- 
ment, Let Maſters alſo beware, that 
they truſt not cuery ſeruant too farre,no 
not though he beof his houſhold, and 
pretend good-will , and ſeeme truſty; 
euen ſo did 1»das, yet was hee in truth, 
but a ſeemer, a dilſembler, a traitor. 

For, as there is nogriefeto that of the 
minde,no loſle to that of life,no feare to 

thatof deſtruction; fo is there no ene» 

mieto aditlembling friend,notteache- 

rie to that which one of a mans owne 

may practiſe, 

Hereis /#4a« for an example: one of 
Chriſts Apoſtles,and of his houſbold(as 
I may ſay) one that asked, Maſter gs #t 1? 
onethat kifled him,and ſeemed as truſty 
as any the reſt: yet for all chat he was bue 


aludas,a halter,a cloaker,a dilſemblera . 


traitor. All is not honie that is ſweet,nei- 
ther is all gold that gli(ters; ſo is not 
cucry 
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euery one a true ſcruant that faith, Ma- 
ſter. /udas was a double fellow, hee had 
one queltionto Chriſt, another to the 
Iewes:to Chriſt, Mafter,zs it 1? but tothe 
Iewcs,»vhat will you gine me, and / will de= 
liver bim onto you?This queſtion of Idas 
forthe firſt part is very rife in the world 
at theſe daycs:I will doc you a pleaſure, 
but what wil you giue me for my paines? 
I will lend you a ſumme, but what will 
you giue me for intereſt?l will let youa 
icce of land, but what will you giue me 
ora ne? Hee that will giue molt 
ſhall it : ſo all is, whatwill you giue 
meand little withoue what will you giue 
- me. But let them v(c it as long as they 
will, it is but J#das hisqueſtion; Chriſti- 
an charitic asketh no ſuch queſtion,and 
yetis ready to pleaſure and tolend-And 
thus much for thetreacherie of /zdas. 
I will omit, for breuitics ſake, many 
as that all his Diſciples 
forſooke him, and fled like cowards 
when they ſaw ſwords and ſtaues againſt 
him;that Caiephas the hie prieſt accuſed 
him of blaſphemy, that the people ou 
oiffin, and Gnome him with rads, 
Peter

Peter denied him witha lie,with an othe, | 


with a curſe. I come to Ponte Pilate 
the Gouernour, This man though hee 
knew well, that for enuy they had deli- 
uered him, though his Wife ſent vnto 
him vpon the Iudgement ſeate, to haue 
nothing ' to doe with that iuſt man, 
though hee found no cauſc of death in 
him, yet like a naughty man, and time. 
rous Iudge,he let goe an arrant Theefe, 
Barrabas and delivered Telus to becruci- 
fed, & then before the multicude tooke 
water and waſhed his hands, ſaying;/ aw 
innocent of the. bloxd of that mt man, 
Heconfeſſed him a iuſt man ; why then 
did'he giue ſentence on him?He ſaid he 
was innocent of his bloud, and yet did 
conſent to ſhed it . No, no; Pilare was 
guiltie of Chriſts death, and could not 
ſhift himſelfe of it by taking water and 


waſhing his hands. What a matter was / 


this; Barrabas to be preferred before 
Chriſt?a murtherer ler goe' and an inno- 
cent perſon ſcourged?But ſee enuie:they 


enuicd Chriſts verrucs, [nuidia eſt viriutss 
comes. If Priate had beene a good man, * | 


hnding no caulc of death ip Chriſt, hee 
would 
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would haue ſtoode with him to death, & 
not for feare, or any other carnal reſpe&R 
haue condemned him. After the foul. 
diers tooke him in thz common hal,firit 
they ſtripped him, then they put about 
him a robe of ſcarlet, on his head they 
ſera crowne of thornes in his right hand 
they puta reede before him,they bowed 
their knees, in mockage, ſaying, Ae rex 
Inderam : Afterward they (piton him, 
and with arced (mote him on the head. 
Thus when they had mocked him, they 
tooke the rode from him, and pur his 
owneraymenton him,and led him away 
to be crucified, What villany was this? 
Chriſt being God could haue (taid their 
fury, yea, haue (triken them ſtarke dead 
with a word : but hee would not for our 
lakes, If thoſe ſouldiers had knowne what 
they did, with whom they dealt, whoſz 
ſonne he was, from whence he carne,and 
whither hee would, what power he had, 
they would haue ſtaied rthem(-lues : bee 
being full of ignorance, they did what 
they did. For had they knowne, they 
would not haue crucified the Lord of 
glory, But yet ignorance exculed nor. 
B For 
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F or ignorance in thoſe which would not 
vnder(tand, without doubt is a linne: Ig- 
norance intholewhich cquld not vnder- 
{tand, is a puniſhment for lin : neither is 
exculable; both are damnable. We haue 
heard what Chriſt ſuffered before hee 
camero his crolle, that he ſweat drops of 
bloud in mount Oliues, that being ſor- 
rowfull he prayed carneſtly ro hauerhat 
bitter cuppe palle from him,that he was 
betraied by [das with a kille, that hee 
was forſaken of all his Diſciples, that he 
was acculea by Cazaphas for a blaſphes 
mer, that he was denied by Peter thrice, 
thathce was condemned ynder Ponta 
Palate. 

Itfolloweth that I ſpeake of his ſuffe- 
ring on the crolle, Chriſt being on the 
crolle ſuffered reproch of the pallers by, 
of the Pricſtes, Scribes, and Phariſes,and 
of the Theeues, The pallers by wagging 
their heades, reviled him, ſaying : Thou 
that deſtroyed(t the temple of God,and 
builded(t it in three dayes; if thuu be the 
Sonof God, come down from the crofle, 
Likewiſc the PrieſtsScribes, Elders, and 
Phaniſcs mocked him, ſaying, He ſaued 

| oth ers, 
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others, but himſelfe can he not ſaue 1 if 
hee be the King of 1ſracl, let him come 
downe from the crolle, and wee will be= 
leeue him, The cheeues alſo doth at the 
firſt, caſt che ſame thing in his teeth, 
Chrilt indeede (aid / deſtroy this Tem- 
ple, and in three dayes [ will railc it vp a+ 
gaine. The Iewes miſtooke him : they 
meant that great temple in Hieruſalem, 
which had beene a building fortie and 
ſixe yeeres: but he meant the Temple 
of his body, that after they had deſtroy- 
ed, mangled, and killed it,he would raiſe 
ir from death the third day,as intruth he 
did. Now if they had vnderſtoodehim, 
they would neuer haue mocked him 
with that (aying : but ſeeing himtorile a» 
gaine, haue confelled him to bethe Son 
of God, The wicked Prieſts, Scribes and 
Phariſcs mocked him ſaying : hee ſaved 
otherr,but he cannot ſane bim/elfe t If bebe 
the King of !jrael Jet hum come downe from 
the croſſe, «nd we will beleene him, Chriſt 
indeed ſauzd others, all, that belecued in 
him, from the guilt of linne, frometer- 
nall death, from the tiranny of Sathan, 
from thecurſe of the law,fromchewrath 
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of God.Himſelfe alſo he aued,in that he 
got the victory, and role againe the 
third day:buttheſeblinde prielts,Scribes 
and Phariſcs, vnderſtoode not this, and 
therefore they mocked him with it. 
Moreouer, Chriſt could have come 
downe from the croſle if he would, but 
he knewit not to beexpedient. He would 
not yeeld to their fancies, it he had come 
down,they would hauc belecucd him ne- 
ucr a whitthe ſooner : forme would haue 
ſaid he did it for feare of death : ſome to 
ſhew what he could doe:ſometor one re- 
ſpeR, ſome for an other. Andtherefore 
CH&15sT knowing this, yeclded not 
vnto them, but went forward with the 
worke he had in hand, which was by his 
ctolle to appealethe wrath of God,to fa- 
tishe his iuſtice, to make him fauorable 
vnto (inners, by offering a full and per- 
feAacrifice once for all :and hckes 
he is a prieſt; not according tothe order 
of «Aaren, which by imperfeRtion did 
need a ſucceſsiue, but according to the 
order of Melchiſedec, and that for cuer, 
Toproceede: from the lixt houre to 
theninth, there was darknes ouer all the 
land, 
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land,for the Sunne was darkned. About 
the ninth houre Ieſus cried with aloude 
voice, Ein,Ely lamaſabattheny. My God, 
my God, why halt thou forſaken mee? 
Bchold the Paſſion of Chriſt, He cried, 
with aloude voice he cried, vato heauen 
he cried, as one forlorne he cried : My 
God, my God, why haſt chou forſaken 
me? No _ can expreſſe,nor heart 
conceiue the pangs, the paines, the 
niſhment which he bifered.For the ng 
the paines of the damned, the torments 
of hell fell vpon him, which wee for our 
finnes had deſerued, and ſhould haue 
ſuffered for cucr and cuer in hell,had noe 
he ſo ſuffered onthe crotle. What terror 
wasthis to behold, man in his fall, God 
in his wrath, ſinne in his deſert, the law 
in his curſe,the diuell in his tyranny,hell 
in his torments ? What terrour was this ? 
God in his wrath is a conſuming fire : 
man in his fall is a loſt caſt-away: linne 
in his deſert is a damnable thing : the 


| lawin his curſe is a heauy thunderbole: 


thediuell in his rage is very tcrrible:hell 
in his torments is intolerable. And what 
aterrour was this ? Theſethings Chriſt 
B3 did 
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did behold,nay did ſuffer, and the paine 
did make him criealoude : My God,my 
God, why halt thou forſaken me ? not 
that God forſooke Chriſt at any time : 
bur this ſpeech declared that conflict, 
that terrour, that torment, vyhich no 
creature belide could haue endured. For 
it colt more to redeeme loules, ſo that a 
man mult ler that alone for euer, Then 
molt true is that article of our Creede : 
He deſcended mio bell, for the time he fuf- 
fered the paines of hell, tugether with 
the extreame ſhame, as the victory of 
ſorrowes,while(t being held in the graue 
yntill che third day, he lay as it were ops 
preſſed of death. Thevertucof his pall 
on reacheth downe to hell, to redeeme 
mankinde from the paines of hell which 
hee had deſcrucd, to ouerthrow Sathan 
the prince of hell, to difſolue his workes 
which are (inne, and death, to deliuer 
mankinde which are vnder his ſubicRi- 
von, to purchaſe for him Gods fauour , 

forgiuencs of (innes, and eternall life. 

Chriſt on the crolle offered vp his ſoule 
and body a ſacrifice to ſauce our ſoules 
and bodies, On thecrolle hee luffered 

in 
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in ſoule and body to make (atisfaRion 
for our (innes committed in ſoule and 
body. And theſuffering in both was (6 
great, that hecried aloude;IH God, my 
God, why haſt thou forſaken me? Inthat 
heſaid, my God, with a repetition, hee 
aſlured himſclie (till of his fauour, of his 
ny way of deliverance : by that 
h he deſpaired not,bue expreſſed 
the greateſt ſorrow, the heauieſ? paine 
that could be endured, for the redemp- 
tion of mankinde. We haue heard what 
a notable ſacrifice Chriſt offered on the 
crolle,not the bloud of goates or calues, 
but his owne bloud to purge our conlc « 
ences from dead workes ro ferue the li- 
uing God, This is that ſacrifice which 
was figured by the Paſchall Lambe, by 
the braſen (ſerpent lifted vp in the vvil- 
derneſle, by the whole burnt ſacrifice, by 
the peace offering. A remembrance of 
this ſacrifice, is our comunion of bread 
and wine, the one repreſenting Chriſts 
bodie rent, the other his bloud ſhed for 
our linnes. This is that ſacrifice whereby 
eAbel, Noe,«, Abraham, ljaac,and Iacob, 
all thefaichful Patriarchs and Prophess, 
B 4 all 
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all the beleeving perſons from the be- 
ginning were ſaucd. For, Chrilt is the 
Lambe,ſlaine fromthe beginning of the 
world. Slaine in the figure, in the pur- 
pole of God, in the vertue of his pathon 
from the beginning of the world. Then 
is Chriſt Nlaine to cuery one, vvhen hee 
belecucth him laine. Icſus Chrilt yeſtecr- 
day.and today,the ſame for cuer. From 
the beginning of the world to his aſcen= 
lion that is yelterday,from his aſcenſion 
to the common reſurretion, that is to 
day, fromthe common reſurrection for 
euer he is one. Thereforc one taith, one 
religion, one kinde of Sacraments in 
ſubſtance, one way to heauen from the 
beginning, one(pirituall meate & drink, 
Our fathers did all eate the ſame (piritu- 
all meate vvhich vve cate, and drinke 
the ſameſpirituall drink which wEdrink. 
They dranke of the Rocke which follo- 
wed them,and che rocke was Chriſt. For 
though they did cate Manna,and dranke 
water out of the rocke, yet the faichfull 
ſpiritually did feede 0n Chrilt : becauſe 
that vilible meate they vnderſtood fpiri- 
eually; they hungred after it ſpiritually, 
they 
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of Chriſt. 
they did taſte it ſpiritually, that vvith it 
they mighe be ſarisficd (piritually, And 
Bertramus laith,that our fathers did cate 
the (elfc-ſame {pirituall meatewhich we 
cate: becauſe one and the ſame Chiift 
fed the people in the wilderneile with 
his fleſh, and refreſhed them with his 
bloud, and now feedeth the faithfull in 
the Church with the bread of his bodie, 


and refreſheth them with the vvarer of 


his bloud. But what is it to cate the fleſh 


of Chriſt? It is to relt ypon him vvith 


a ſuretrult, by his grace (pirir,preſence, 
to be fed. nouriſhed. ſuſteined to crernall 
life Or as Chriſt himſclfc faith : He that 
cateth my fleſh,and drinketh my bloud, 
abideth in mee, and 1 in him, To eatc 
the fl:(h ot Chriſt, and drinke his blood, 
isro abide in Chriſt, and co haue Chriſt 
abiding in vs. And therefore $, Auga= 
fine faith, hee that abides not in Chriſt, 
and in whom Chriſt abideth not, cateth 
not fpiritually the fleſh of Chriſt, al- 
though viſibly and carnally he pretleth 
with his teeth the Sacrament of the bu« 
dy and bloud of Chriſt : but rather ca- 
tcth che ſacramentof fo greatathing to 
ls 
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rethat weat this day preach the { 
[ok Golpell which was in the begin- 
ning ofthevvorld, that is, vvee preach 
Chriſt crucified, which was opened to 
our firlt father in paradiſe, renewed to 
Abraham and all the Patriarchs, figured 
by all the ſacrifices of the Law,witnelſed 
by the Prophets, pointed vnto by /ebn 
Baptiſt, preached by Iefus Chrift him- 
ſelfe,and deliuered by his Apoſtles. And 
therefore it is molt true, ancient, catho» 
like andapoſtolike. 

Now to thethings vvhich hapned a- 
bout the time of his paſſion : the graues 
did open :the dead bodies which ſlepe 
aroſe : the vaile of the temple did rent 
ir; twaine from the topto the bottome : 
the carth did tremble : the ſtones did 
cleaue afunder. Theſe things declared 
that a notable perſon luffered, yer the 
lewes were not touched, Theſe vnſen(i- 
ble creatures were moued, yet the lewes 
hearts were hardned. The Centurion, 
when hee ſaw what was done, glorified 
God, —_ Of a ſuretic this man was 
iult. The fouldiers that watched _ 4 
when 


his condemnation. Whereby it may > 
elfe 
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when they ſaw the carth quake, and the 
things that were done, feared greatly , 


laying: Truely this was the Son of God. 


A confelsion ro.the glory of God,to the 
comfort ofthemſclues,to the prowng of 
a Sauiour,and to the terror of the lewes, 
This man whom yce have contemned, 
whom ye haue condemned, whom yee 
hauec reuiled, whom yee baue (courged, 
whom ye haue crucified, crucly was the 
Sonne of God. The renting of the Tem= 
ple, the quaking of the carth, the cles- 
uing of che (tones, the opening of the 
graucs,theriling of the dead,doe proue, 
that eruely he was the Sonne of God, 
and without all doubta juſt man, A iuſt 
man indced: For in his heart was never 
euilthoght;out of his mouth neuer pro- 
ceeded cuill word; with his body he ne- 
wer wrought ill deede : but in heart hee 
was alwaies tender and louing, in word 
gentle and meekegindealing iult and v 
right. Yet was he acculed, cn 
and put roa moſt ſhamefull death, the 
death of thecrolle, as a moſt notorious 
malefatour. And all this was done to 
worke the wurke of mansredemprion, 
Heere 
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Herecomcin certaine queſtibrs. The 
firſt is, whether Chriſfk could hatedelue. 
red himſelfe from their hands, The an- 
fwereis, he could, For he is God omni- 
ent: but he did not,that theſcriptures 
might be fulfilled, that our redemption 
might be made,that our ſaluation might 
be accompliſhed. The {ccond queſtion 
is, whetherthe lewes were to be exculed, 
ſeeing it was the good will of Go D 
that CH&15sT ſhould die, The anſ{were 
is, in no wiſe: Becauſe they did it of ig- 
norance, enuie and malice. And where- 
as goodcame thereby ro mankind, that 
was to be aſcribed ro Gods goodnelſle, 
which did turne their finne to a good 
end:Deus tam bonus eft,vt ex mali; eliciat 
bona, God is (0 good that heturnes cuill 
togood, The third queſtion is, whether 


allchey are damned which pur Chriſtto } .' 


death ? I dare not (o (ay, ſeeing Chrift 
prayed for them : Father forgiue them, 
they know nor what they doe. But this 
I ſay, whoſocuer of them died, not be- 
leeuing that perſon tv be the Sonne of 
God, the onely Mediator betwixt God 
and Man, the onely redeemer, and pur- 

chaſcr 
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of Chriſt 
chaſcr of forgiuenes of linnes,the onely 
high prieſt of good thingstocome,who- 
ſocucr 1 ſay departed out of this faith, is 
damned for cuer and cuer, 


Proceede to the benefits, which we in- 
ioy by Chrilt his ry are in 
number many, in tecling comfortable, 
in eſtimation molt precious. The firſt is 
tion of (innes. Thrice happyis he 

that hath it, molt miſerable = they 
which haue it not, The penitent (inner 
of a troubled f(pirit,of a broken and con- 
trite heart, forlaking his owne waics,and 
renouncing his owne imagination, pro- 
miling amendment, and purpoling the 
fruits of repentance, confelsing his own 
miſcric, and appealing to the mercics vf 
God in the merits of Chriſt, haue their 
ſinnes, though as red as ſcarlet, yet wan 
ſhed in his moſt precious, gracious, and 
glorious bloud, For if the bloud of buls, 
and goates, and the aſhes of a heiffer, 
ſprinckling them that are vncleane, ſan- 
Rificth as touching the purifying of che 
flcſh : how much more ſhall the bloud 
of Ghrilt, which chrough the ctervall 


ſpirie 
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ſpirit offred himſelfe without ſpot to 
God, purge your conſcience from dead 
workes,toſerue theliuing God? Andro 
this end are wedeliuered from all our e- 


nemics, Sathan, ſinne,and death, that we' 


ſhould ſerue Chrift our deliverer,& that 
without f-are, in holines and rightcouſ- 
nelle all the daies of our life, 
_ The, benefit is,remiſsion of finnes, 
Blefled is the man whole linnes arc for- 
giuen, coucred, and not imputed. Sinne 
is in the childe of God, bur it reigneth 
not. Sinne is in theeleR, bur it is couc- 
red. Sinisin the heires of ſaluation, but 
it ts not impured, becauſe it is forgiuen : 
as the Arke was coucred with a golden 
ſheer called the propusat114e : lo Chrilt is 
the propitiation of our (innes,by whom 
we haueredemption through his bloud, 
euen forgiuenecs of imnes: For the bloud 
of Chriſt cricth remiſſion of linnes in the 
hearrs of the godly. 

The 3. benefit of Chriſts paſſion is, 
deliverance from the curſe of the lawe. 
The law accuſeth, Chriſt excuſeth, The 
law terrifieth, Chriſt comforteth. The 
law curſcth, Chriſt blctTeth, Chriſt hath 
redeemed 
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redeemed vs from the curſe of the law 
being madea curſe for vs. For it is writ- 
cen, Curſed u e one that th on 
the tree: that the bleſſing of «Abrahew 
might come on the Gemiler through 
faichgthat we might receive the adoption 
of ſons, Forthough we be blacke by na- 
ture,yetare we white by grace : though 
blacke in «Adem; yet whire in Chritlt: 
though blacke by merite yer vyhice by 
mercie, For Chriſt is the end of the law 
for righteoulnes to every onethat belce- 
ucth. They then which in alively faith 
(| apprehend Chriſt crucified, and riſen a- 
gain, hauc what the law requireth,that is, 
} perfeRobcdience performed of Chriſt 
'\* imputed to them, 

The 4. benefit by Chriſts paſsion is, 
freedome from damnation.For what de- 
ſtruction can come to them which are 
ingraffed into Chriſt the author of (al- 
uation? How can the ſecond death take 
holdon them that haue their part inthe 

firſt reſurreRion, and are in Chriſt the 

| life ir ſelfethe Deuill cannot pluck them 

' | away finall from God, which arcwricten 
| inthebookeoflife,and redeemed by the 
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blood of the Lambe, Hell cannot terri- 
fe them which paticnely looke for an 
inheritance in heauen, There is no dam- 
nation(faith the Apoltle)to them which 
are in Chriſt, which walke not after the 
ficſh, bur after the ſpirit, Weare in Chriſt 
by election before the world was made: 
Wearecalled to Chrift by the word after 
the world was made: We are juſtified by 


a liucly faith,the obedienccof the Son of 


God being imputed tovs:We are landti- 
fied through the ſpirit, our ſoules being 
purified in obeying the truth: We walke 
notafter the ficſh, when we reliſt couc- 
tous cogitations, ambitious delires, vo« 
luptuous thoughts, enuious conceirs, 
malitious parpotes, and whatſocuer els 
corruption of old A{aw:We walke after 
the ſpirit, when we embraceſoue, follow 
peace and holines, ſhew long-luttering, 
entlenes,mecknes, temperance : cruci» 
ing the flcſh with the affeRions and 
Iu 
The fift benefit by Chriſts paſsion,jis, 


that the wrath of God is pacified. For as . 


they which obey not the Son, ſhall not 
ſee life, but the wrath of God abideth on 
them : 
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them : ſo they which belceue in the Son 
have cuerlaſting life reſerued in heauen 
forthem,which are kept by the power of 
God,through faith to (aluation. Thu i« 
wy belowed Sounejn whom 1 am wellplean 
Jedheart him, Avoice from heauenafter 
Icfus was baptized, the heauens being 
open vnto him, and the (piritof GOD 
deſcending like a Doue, and lighting on 
him, This borne of the Virgin Afar) is 
my narurall, & beloued Son, leo 
me, and coeternall, and conſubſtantiall 
with me,in whom,cuenfor his owne fake 
I am well pleaſed with all my ele chil- 
dren,my diſpleaſure being az farre from 
them,as the Ealt fromthe Weſt, and m 
fauour vpon them euen for my Chriſl, 
for whole ſake I pardon all their often- 
ces,andrheir ([innes,and iniquities will re- 
member no more, but will purmy lawes 
in cheir rmindes, and write them in cheir 
hearts, and will be ch&ir God, and they 
ſhall bemy people. 

The fixt benefie by CHx 15 T his 
paſſion, is vicorie oucr Sathan, For 
where (inne is purged, remitted, and 


not imputed, yyhere the malcditon 
* GC of 
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of the Law is abrogated, whers the (e- 
cond death is aboliſhed, where the wrath 
of Gudis pacified : therethe Deuill hath 
naught, For Chriſt,through death,de- 
ſtroyed him which had the power of 
death, that is, the Deuill, that he might 
deliuer allthem which for feare of death 
were al their life time ſubieR ro bondage, 
Wherefore,thuugh Sathan be yerſuffred 
to tempt the children of God, yet heo 
ſhall never plucke them away from the 
ſtate of ſaluation : becauſe God is faith= 
full, and will not ſuffer his to be tempted 
aboue their (ſtrength ; but ſhall in the 
middes of temptation make a way that 
they may beableto bearc it. Belidethele 
ſingular benefites by Chriſt his paſsion, 
wee have by the ſame peace of conſci« 
ence, which paſſeth all vnderſtanding, 
accelle to grace by the mediation of 
Chriſt, and after this life cuerlaſting, to 
beholdthe ble{led and glorious Trinitic, 
in glorie, Maicſtic,and cternitie, 

Now tothe meditation of Chrilt his 
ſion, which we ſhall conlider fruitful- 
y,if wee marke how fowle athing linne 
is, how gricuous to the conſcience, how. 
diſpleaſant 
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CN to God, what puniſhment it 
delerued, whoſe death it procured, and. 
lorepentfor the ſame, 
Secondly, if wee behold the paſsing 
louc of God in fending his Sonne to re- 
deemevs,& the lingular loue of Chriſt, 
in laying downe his life for vs, and ſo be 
thankfull to both for the ſame, If God 
had redeemed mankinde by any other 
meanes, as by (ilucr or gold,or by force 
of armes, or any of his Angels, the be- 
nefit had been the lefle : buthe did it by 
the death of his holy and deare Sonne. A 
benefit of all benefits the greateſt, and 
neuer to be thought on without thank- 
fulnetTe. And intruch no Angel could be 
an attonement-maker betweene Gud & 
man, becauſe they communicate nature 
neither with God nor man 2 but Chriſt 
Teſus doth with both, For hee is Godin 
nature,and'man in nature:andſoafriend 
to both God and man, and therefore a 
moſt ht perſon to make peace berweene 
God and man, 
| Thirdly,wc ſhal meditate onthe paſſion 
of Chritl aright, if after his example we 
forgive our enemics when they offend 
Ca Vs, 


The Paſtion 
vs,if we loue them though they hate vs, 
if we pray for them, though they curſe 
vs, after the example of Chriſt, which 
forgaue vs when wee treſpalled again(t 
him, which ſo loued vs, that he diced for 
vs when we were his enemies & linners. 
+Fourthly,we ſhall meditateonthe pal- 
fion of Chriſt arighe, if we mortific our 
members, which are vpon the carth, if 
we crucihe the fleſh with the affeRions, 
that is,by putting off the old man,which 
i»-corrupt through deceiucable lults , 
and putting on the new man, which af- 
ter God is created vnto rightcouſnes and 
truc holinede, if we walke honeſtly;as in 
the day time, not in gluttony and drun» 
kennes, but in fabrietie, neither in cham- 
bering and wantonnelle, but in chaſtitic, 
neither in ſtrife and enuying, butin cha» 
ritic : if wee put on the Lord leſus, and 
thake no prouiſion forthe fieſh;to fulkll 
theluſts of it. We may hauc an honeſt 
care of our bodics, which is ro feed chem 
ſoberly,to cloth them decently, to excr- 
cilethem moderately : but ſo to prouide 


for the fleſh as to fulfill the luſts there-- 
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the ſpirit, this is co forget Chriſts paſſio 
on, to {eeke to crucitie him againe, to 
ſcruc our enemie,trom which toredeem 
vs Chriſt dicd, to deſtroy that (as much 
as in him is) vvhich Chriſt ſo deerely 
- bought, 

Laſtly,we ſhal meditate on the paſsion 
of Chriſt arighe, if wee (tedfa(tly beleeue 
by it to be ſaudd, and liue and die in true 
repentance for our linnes, which made 
divilion betweene God and vs, vvhich 
brought the Sunne of God from heauen 
into the vaile of milery,which cauſed the 
death of leſus Chriſt, The cuplideratis 
on of this ought e@ make our hearts to 
bleede, to flye from linne, as from a bi- 
ting ſerpent, to renounce the divell with 
his workes, as we promiſcd in baptiſine, 
to be contrite, which is the brit branch 
of true repentance, to crie for-mercic, 
which isthe (econd,torrult in Chriſt the 
mediator,which isthe third,toendeuour 
wieh 4 purpoſe to (erue theliuing Gov, 
which is thela(t. Then tho wur fins were 
ascrimſun,they ſhall be made as vvhite 
as ſnow : though they were red as ſcar- 
lee, they ſhall be as wool. Forrhe _ 
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of 1dſus Chriſt the Sonof God, purgeth 
the penitent from all ſinne, Then God 
will be on our right hand for ever, Then 
ſhall the Realme flouriſh, as now, {© for 
euer with peace, plenty, the hing 
of the Goſpell, with many other godly 
bleſſings, tothe gloric of God, the com- 
fort of vs, andtcrrour of theenemie. 
Let vs be thankefull eo Almightie 
God for-preſeruing vs hitherto, giuing 
vs peace, when others haue had the con« 
trarie: plentie,when others haue ſuffered 
ſcar{ity:the preaching of the word, which 
others haue lacked: vnderthe gouerne- 
ment of a'moſt gracious King, whom 
weare bound,as the Lords annointed,to 
loue (incerely, to reuerence durifully,ro 
obey heartily, to pray for zecalouſly and 
continually, becauſe God hath vied his 
Maieſticas a meane to conuey ouer vn- 
to vs his tmetcies)that he may liuvero the 
comming of Chriſt; to giue vp to him 
his princely crowne, to receiue of him a 
crownof glory for euer,in the kingdom 
of glorie,where is hght and no darknes, 
: life, and no dying,' peace and no diſcord; 
where is mizth without mourning, fauor 
without 
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of Chriſt. 
without miſliking, knowledge vvithour 
ignorance, where is holines & noſinne, 
vprightnes and no hypocrilie, truth and 
no falſehood, perfeRion and no infirmis 
ticz where are ioyes which eye hath not 
ſcene, neither care hath heard, neither 
hath centred intothe heart of man,which 
the Lord hath prepared for them that 
loue him, in the company of godly 
Saints,in che ſight of heauenly Angels,in 

the preſence of lefus, the Mediator of 

the new Teſtament. To vvhom
